Idaho fire officials watch the weather

TWIN FALLS - As the southern 
United States copes with one of its 
worst fire seasons in a decade or 
more, Idaho ofBdals are keeping 
a close eye on the weather. 

Most, of the Northwest and 
Rocky Mountain regions, includ- 
ing Idaho, experienced normal to 
above-normal predpitadon during 
the tvintcr. If spring predpitadon

remains normal, fire activity is 
expected to be normal, according 
to the Nadonal Interagency Fire 
Center. 

“Wc don't have any solid indica- 
tor.s about fire activity,” said 
Randy Richter, fire management 
officer for the Sawtooth National 
Forest. “Wc'arc in the process of 


taking field/raoisnue stimplcs, .-ind 
we arc watching the southern 
U.S., whicli is abnormally tlty." 

There arc no strong indications 
about what the weather holds. 
Idaho has un equal chance of 
above average rain or below a%-er- 
age rain for the summer, said 
meteorologist Jack Mcssick of the 
National Weather Service. The 
forecast also calls for slightly 
above average tcmperatuies. 

For southern Idaho, a season of 


normal fire activity for southern 
Idaho equates to aiwui 49 fires on 
the Sawtooth Nation.-U Forest and 
iibout 150 fires on federal range 
lands. 

So far this year in the Rocky 
Mountain region,.833 fires have 
bume-d 51.096 acre-s, according to 
the National Interagency Fire 
Center. “We forecast the weather 
and watch condidon.s, but it's dif- 
Plcose see FIRE.

SEOUL, South Korea - The smil- 
ing leaders of South and North 
Korea applauded each other and 
shook hands near die North'.s capital 
early today in the first-ever meoiing

WASHINGTON - A black 
woman fired by Safeway Foods 
Inc. after a 25-cent dispute over 
the price of a lemon won a 
S27,500 seltlemcnL in a race-dis- 
crimination lawsuit, the U.S. 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commi.ssion .said Mond.iy. 

The Lee.slnirg. Va., resident, 
who had earned good perfor- 
mance evaluation.s during her 30 
years working for Safeway, was 
fired in August 1997 because 
managers said she had pur- 
chased a "distressed” lemon at 


half-price, or 25 cents, without 
obtaining managemont approval 
first. 

“I thought I was treated unfair- 
ly,” said Julia Stewori, 57, who 
was a checker at Safeway from 
1967 to 1997. “I had worked at 
Safeway for 30 years. T still can’t 
l>elievc it. It’s been a very trau- 
matic experience, and I’m glad 
it’s over.” 

Stewart alleged in an EEOC 
lawsuit that she had frequently 
purchased poor-quality lemons, 
which she sliced and drank in 
her ICC water, at the discounted 
price without problems.

believes a nuclear bomb might be 
planted or an aeddent involvinga 
nuclear weapon has occurred. 
When connected to a laptop com- 
puter, each of the two identical 
hard drives - about the size of a 
deck of cards - provides infomta- 
don on how to disarm wd safely 
dismantle American, Russian and 
other nuclear devices, according 
to senior Energy Department 
ofiidols. 

The loss of tho hard drives is 
the latest embarrassment for Los 
Alamos, which is still reeling 
from other security lapses, pardc- 
ularly the arrest last year of 
Taiwanese American scientist 
Wen Ho Lee on charges of mis- 
handling nuclear secrets. Lee, 
who remains in solitary confine- 
ment at a New Mexico prison 
awaiting trial, has denied the 
charges. But his case prompted 
intense congressional scrutiny 
— und-led-the-Energy-Deportment-- 
to tighten security at all of the 
nation’s nuclear weapons labora- 
tories. 

Eugene Habiger, a retired gen- 
eral who was named to the new 
post of Energy “security czar” in 
the wake of the Wen Ho Lee 
case, spent last week in Los 
Alamos heading up the search for 
the missing hard drives. He said 
Monday he believes they were 
probably misplaced or lo.st rather 
than stolen. Noncthcle.s.s, he said, 
Lhc FBI was called in sliortly after 
the loss was reported by Los 
Alamos on June 1. 

“This is an extremely serious 
piatter and wc are taking swift 
actions to deal with it,” the labo- 
ratory's director. John Browne, 
said Monday in a written state- 
ment. 

In a subsequent interview, 
Browne said tlie missing hard dri- 
ves contained “a very different 
kind of information” from the 
warhead design data allegedly 
mishandled ^ Wen Ho Lee. But 
he said there has been no official 
assessment of how useful the 
hard drives would be to terrorists 
ur foreign nations interested in 
building a nuclear warhead.

The number of controlled bums 
in southern Idaho has varied the 
Iasi couple years, Richter said. 
Usually no more than four fires 
arc started each season, alihotigh 
at least four controlled bums are 
in the planning stages for this folL 
“We just don’t have a pre- 
scribed fire program,” Richter 
said. 

Of the Sawtooth forost's 49 fires 
each year, about 20 are caused by 
people. Most of these fires arc 
started by campfires during himt- 
ing season.

rcrisnmtpondcrosq iilne were periodical- ' 
ly swept by slow, creeping fires that 
cleared out weaker, less firc-rcsisumt 
foliage, creating an open, pork-likc 
appearance. 

But over, the lost ccntuiy, these huge, 
thick-badted pines were cut and fire virtu- 
ally eliminated. <3on^ucnUy, dense 
: thickets of scrawny fir trees replaced 
these giant.s. These changed landscapes 
arc highly vulnerable to insects and dis- 
ease. 

With this dry, dead foliage as kindiing. 
fire becomes a growing hazard. On a plan- 
et whose atmosphere is 21 percent oxygen 


and one lightning storm can spark over . 
300 ignitions, it’s fantasy to b^eve fire . 
can completely eliminated. 

Here are the likely results: First, 

Western politicians will blame environ- 
mentalists for restricting logging. Then 
Congress will give the Forest St^vice 
appropriations for increased logging to 
reduce fire risk. 

Some environmentalists consider every 
tree sacred and will oppose logging even 
to reduce fire hazard. Others will hop on 
the fire engine, seeking funds for "ecosys- 
tem restoration." 

This summer's fires tell us it’s dmc for ” 
radicaUy rethinking national forest * , 
administradort The problems bequeathea 
by over 100 years of poor forest manage- 
ment have no easy, low-cost soludon.

I “It is one thing to theorize at a 
jnecting and to publish peer- 
reviewed articles in one journal 
or another and debate in scholar- 
ly discourse,” Thomas said. “It is 
ijuitc another to produce man- 
agement plans that involve the 
Rirvival of spcdcs, imposition of 
nuge economic and social 


impacts and endurance of the 
-’slings and arrows* from those fel- 
low human beings and their 
cloctcd npresentadves who arc 
's^ously hurt in the proc ess .” 

Thomas is now Boone and 
Crockett professor o^^vildllfc 
conservation at the university. 

Before leaving left his Forest 
Service post in 1996, Thomas 
helped formulate a plan to assure 
the survi\^ of the northern spot- 
ted owl in the early 1990s. The 
work of Thomas and his team 
eventually restilted in a contro- 
versial timbcr-cut reduction of 
about 92 percent on federal lands 
in the Pa^ic Northwest. . 

Thomas said that the develop- 
ment of appropriate land man- 
agement strategies would be 
more effective if practitioners 
were cither better acquainted 
with social science and econom- 
ics or trained to include such spe- 
cialists on their work teams. 


BOISE (AP) - Legslarive eval- 
uators raised questions on 
Monday about the legality of tho 
way Idaho originally automated 
hunting and fishing fees, but they 
concluded there were no inten- 
tiorud violations and the existing 
contract for the computerized 
service is adequate.

A divided City Council Monday 
approved PSI Waste Systems 
Inc.’s waste coUccdon contract - a 
five-year deal that guarantees 
dty residents savings^ 51.22 per 
month. 

Earlier this year, the City 
Council approved a request to 
extend PSPs dty contract another 
five years. Under that contract, 
PSI said it would reduce its rate 
by S1.22 per month. 

The reason for the lower rate? 
PSI has proposed reducing its 
montiiJy rate from 5624 to 55.02 
per month, after the new Twin 
Falls transfer station opens in 
Augu.st. 

The transfer station is being 
built by the Southern Idaho Solid 
Waste District at a cost of about 
S1.2 million. The station will be 
used to move trash from Twin 
Falls to the Milner Butte Landfill. 

Because the tran.sfcr station is 
doser to towT) than the Hub Butte 
Landfill, where residents were 
dumping their trash, PSI can 
work with one less trash truck, 
Les Reitz of PSI Waste Systems, 
said recently. 

That will cut back PSPs costs 
by about 5145,000 pur year, a dty 
staff report says. 

PSI is uLso offering to reduce 
the rental fee for blue containers 
by 78 cents per month. 

But before approving PSPs con- 
tract. the council made some 
changes of its oxvn.

Stewart is also charged 
with cruelty to onlmals to con- 
nection with the death of a cat. 

Community outrage boiled 
over in April, after students 
reported Biegler hod a knife in 
class and had threatened other 
student's. Angry parents vented 
their frustrations to the 
Richfield School Board to a pub- 
lic mcedrig. 

The boys were arrested on 
the stolen rifle charges later 
that hight. 

At Monday's hearing Bicgicr’s 
latvycr, Patrick McMiUen, said a 
picn agreement was close to 
being worked out with Lincoln 
County Prosecutor E. Scott . 
Paul. 

Around-the-clock adutc super- 


vision was also possible now 
that Bicgler’s mother was off 
work for the summer, McMillcn 
said. 

McMiUen must give Varin n 
written plan explaining who 
would supervise Biegler during 
his house arrest, Varin said.

A fast-moving wildfire burned 
houses southwest of Denver on 
Monday, foi^g residents to flee - 
with only their pets and prompt- 
ing the evacuation of nearly 180 
girls and staff members from a 
Girl Sonit camp 
The HI Meadows Fire burned at 
least-700 acres, destroyed at least 
three houses and forced 200 to 
300 people to evacuate from 
homes near Bailey in eastern P^k 
County, about 35 mOcs southwest 
of Denver, said Doug Lee, a 
spokesman for the fire manage- 
ment team. No injuries were 
reported. Tlie number of burned 
homes was expected to rise. 

A second fire threatened a sub- 
division in the mountains west of 
Loveland. 

Tliey were the most damaging 
wildfires burning across a number 
of Western states, including 

_Arizon.i._Califomia..New_Mcxico 

and Utah. Smoke from both blazes 
luing over parts of the Denver 
metropolitan area. 

The Hi Meadows Fire near 
Bailey began Monday at about 
11:20 a.m. and rapidly spread 
through parched brush and tim- 
ber. The cause was not immedi- 
ately known, but the region has 
had little moisture in months. 
About 100 fircfigiitcrs were on the 
lines. 

Pushed by 22-mph wind, the 
fire was burning in the tree tops, 
which spreads the flames more 
quickly and shoots the flames far 
ohcad of the main part of tho fire. 

Ic .spread .so (|uickly that some 
people had no time to gather up 
dicir belongings. David Wortman 
and his wife loaded their horses 
into a trailer, hitched it to their 
pickup and fled wi*h their dog 
when the flames came. svitliin 50 
yards of their house. They could 
fed the heat inside the truck. 

"Once I saw the flomcs that 
close, we had to get ouL I couldn’t 
stand betsveen my house and the 
f1;une.s. it was that hot," he said.

“Humbug,” replied the old- 
timer. ‘*BIame my judgment if you 
wish, but rU never bi^y the theoiy 
that it is better to give more' than I 
get" 

West led o fourth-best spade to 
East's king, and a spade return 
gathered four quick winners for 
the defense. Unfortunately, 
West’s spodc nine blocked the 
suit, and South took the remain- 
ing tricks. 

Some modern players use 
thiid- ond fifth-best leads instead 
of the traditional fourth-best 
leads. Others use a convention 
called “zero or two higher,” in 
which the lead of the nine or 10 
promises either zero or two high- 
er honors, while the, lead of the 
jock denies any. Usihg cither of 
these convcntiohs^^Wcst would 
have led the spade nihejo defeat 
the game two tricks. 

Should the old-timer consider 
an update? Not necessarily. 
Third- and fifth-best leads cany 
their own set of ambiguities and 
the “zero or two higher” leads 
give declarer valuable informa- 
tion. Most often, good judgment 
leads to the best solution. 

Given North’s opening bid. 
East’s failure to ovcrcall, and 
South's leap to game. East is 
highly unlikely to have much in 
hi^ cards. Most likely, his two- 
spade venture after West’s double 
is based on a five- or six-card suit 
and little else. Opposite a long suit 
headed by on honor, West should ' 
realize it may be imperative to be- 
gin the unblocking immediately.

Longo leads 
after time-trial 
victory in Burley

BURLEY - On 0 lonely coun- 
try road just south of Burley 
Monday, French cyclist Jeonnie 
Longo regained control of the 
largest race in North America. 

One day after charging up the 
slopes of Mount Honwn to win 
Stage 4 of the 2000 Hewlett- 
Packard LaserJet Women's 
Challenge, Longo sprinted her 
way to the overall race lead with 
o 31>minute, 43-second victory in 
Monday's Stage S, o ISmile indi- 
vidual time tnoL 
The consecutive wins have 
vaulted Longo from seventh to 
first place overall. Entering 
today’s 82.4-mile Burley-to-Buhl 
segment, she enjoys a slim six- 
I second lead over Lithuania's 
I Diana Zlliute, who finished 
fourth (32:12) Mondoy. 

After finishing 42nd in the 
race's opening stage, Longo has 
won three of the last four stages 
and appears to be getting 
stronger with each passing day. 
Still, the defending race clumpi- 
on and internatlonall-y’-known 
rider insists she’s neither com- 
fortable nor confident. 

“I am never confident. 1 am 
always in doubt," Longo said. "I 
never say, 'I am the strongest 
ond the best.’ i know that tomor- 
row I con be maybe sore, I can be 
tired. No, I am never confident.” 
The way she rides, that's hard 
to believe. 

Averaging nearly 30 miles per 
hour down the flat 7.5-mile strip 
of 500 South, Longo bested 
American Mori Holden (31:50) of 
Team Timex by seven seconds to 
i^'Wio the stage- Australian Anna 
WHson (Sarurn) took third, fin- 
ishing in 32:07. 

Racers had only themselves to 
blame for a slow time Monday, 
as temperatures hovered in the 
mid 60s on a windless, overcast 
day perfect for sprinting. 

Behind Longo and Ziliutc on 
the overall leader board stands 
Wilson in third (1:33 behind), 
Kimberly Smith (3:00) of Team

The 38-ycar-o!d quarterback, 
who played with grit and hcort 
during o IS-yeor career, requested 
(hat his retirement be announ^ d 
in the same room where he spent 
his days preparing his battered 
body for one big game after 
another. 

"I thought, where else?" he 
said. "This is the most intimate 

f ilocc for a football player. .„ This 
s where football happens away 
from the crowd. This is where 1 
show up for work. I wanted to 
show up one more day.” 

Standing before a large banner 
emblazoned with the 49crs' red- 
and-gold helmet, Young was at 
case, often laughing and cracking 
jokes. But at least once, he fought 
back tears as he discus^ his life 
{ft a player and new role as full- 
time father. He got married 
March 14 to Barbara Graham and 
, the couple is expecting a baby in 
late December. 

Young, who last week told the 
team he was retiring, succeeded 
Joe Montana at quarterback. He 
won -two MVP Awards and led 
San Francisco to its fifth Super 
Bowl title following the 1994 sea- 
son. 

“I loved playing for the San 
Francisco 49crs,” he said. “We 
. occomplished a lot herein the Son
